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Teaching Cops Courtesy 


T IS CERTAINLY gratifying to hear that the New York 

Police Department has instituted a class in courtesy 

for its traffic policemen. The attitude and language of 

“cops” toward the general motoring public in this country 

has long been a scandal. It has aroused the amazed criti- 
cism of visitors from foreign countries. 

We would suggest that the instructors inform 
the students that a dark blue uniform and brass but- 
tons do not necessarily remove all limits of offensive 
language. We would suggest that the courtesy pupils 
be firmly informed that the vast majority of motor car 
drivers who commit minor infractions of traffic regu- 
lations, usually without fatal consequences, are not 
hardened criminals purposely trying to break the law. 
Traffic regulations are many, and breaking some of 
them inadvertently is almost impossible to avoid. If 
the breach of a traffic ordinance is:serious enough to 
warrant attest or summons the policeman has a right

“ tells him is right. He has no moral or judicial righ 
to deliver a discourteous harangue, the implication of 
which is to place the motorist temporarily in the ranks 
of the criminal element. 

We have cause for shame in the behavior of a great 
many policemen in this country. There is scarcely a city in 
the land which could not beneficially employ a course in 
“courtesy for cops.” We hope to see other cities copy the 
New York plan. 

Parking Problems 

RITISH motorists, especially those who live in London, 
B are just now very much exercised regarding the park- 
ing problem in the world’s largest city. The minister of 
transport has just issued new regulations governing park- 
ing in London streets and the motorists of that town do not 


find that any advance toward a solution of the problem has| 


been made. Some new streets have been designated as park- 
ing areas, but, on the other hand, some streets have been 
withdrawn from parking service and the net result leaves 
matters just about where they were before. 

The Autocar, our British contemporary, suggests that 
it would be helpful to send a delegation of experts over to 
this country to study our handling of the parking problem 
and bring back a solution for London. We had not con- 
sidered ourselves in the category of a country which has 
solved the parking problem, but it is possible that our 
greater experience with motor traffic congestion may be of 
benefit to the British experts. 

In the British minister of transport’s statement, which 
accompanied his new regulations, that functionary says: 
“The parking of vehicles in the public streets is a privi- 
leged use of the highway.and one not contemplated by the 
law governing the use of the highway.” That, it seems to 
us, is dangerous doctrine. It is just as important to pro- 
vide parking places for motor vehicles as it is to provide 

_roads for their progress. The full value of the motor 
vehicle can only be realized when the driver is able to let it 
stand while he transacts business. The sooner any idea 
that providing parking space is an extra luxury and not 
an economic necessity is dissipated, the better for all of us. 


If Henry Ford once said, as has been asserted, that he 
didn’t care what color they painted his cars, as long as it 
was black, he must have suffered a severe shock when he 
visited the 1928 automobile show. Color, color, color. Light 
colors, bright colors, pastel shades, subdued hues and flam- 
buoyant, daring combinations.
